On July 23 tiie Japanese admiral, on 


tho crai-syr Ahirshuhiuia Kan, with two 
other men-of-war in his command, 
sgted the Kow Slung, which was car- 
rying l.COO Chinese troops for Corca, 
in Corean waters, -10 miles off Che- 
mulpo. He signalled the Kow Shing to 
•"scop where yoa are, or take the conse- 
quences."

The Japanese cruiser Nanrwa

After this had been 
done, there v.'.i-s sumo hesitation on the 
part of the Japanese commander as to 
the action ro he taken under tho cir- 
cumstances.

Great excitement 
at once arose among the Chinese troop: 
onboard the transport, and they tolt 
tlia English officers of the ship that 
they wouid not surrender. They said 
'"We refuse to become prisoners. 
We 


•would sooner die here. If yon move 
the ship except to return to China, we 
will kill yon."

has claimed since Hie matter or pav- 
ing has been agitated. 
The report 


says: 


"The streets repaved with vitrified 


bricks, which have been subjected to 
the wear of ordinary business travel, 
have not lasted five years; there are 
bricks In these streets disintegrated 
and gone, while others are in a fair 
condition to withstand longer- wear. 
If all had shown the same endurance, 
bricks as a material for street paving 
would be in greater favor. The maker 
knows the 
quality of his bricks. 


Those from the portion of the kiln 
that are 'firsts' should be sold as such, 
after selection by the maker. 
The 


buyer or inspector cannot always 


now the grade of bricks by their 
ooks, and as long as bricks are put 
n the market without selection to 
uarantee uniformity in their quality 
Aiere will be distrust and their gen- 
ral use for street paving will be de- 
aved."
